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Texas.

and to purchase the speeches of 
men of political influence and 
popular abilities ; the falsehoods 
concerning the workings of pro- 
hibition in Kansas and Iowa; 
the introduction of the letter of 
Jefferson Davis, potent there by 
reason of the signature and the 
tide avowed rather than by the 
contents ; and the influence ex- 
erted by the politicians of one 
party over the negroes in order 
to counteract a proposition 
chiefly supported by the other — 
when these are all taken into ac- 
count, together with the hetero- 
geneous character and low moral 
and social tone of a considerable 
part of the population, the di- 
mensions of the vote are highly 
encouraging." 

The Northwestern Christian 
Advocate, of Chicago, says : 

"Texas educates slowly, but 
the process is by no means hope- 
less. Moral progress cannot be 
computed by comparative tables. 
The momentum of the recent 
campaign may carry the senti- 
ment forward in the next year 
further than the work of the past 
live or even ten years has done, 
and in a short time accomplish 
what seems now to be a hopelesB 
undertaking — the complete re- 
versal of this election's decision."

More Corn for Fodder Seeded. 
Fodder corn follows grass in 
rank as a feeding crop, either 
green for summer use or pre- 
served as ensilage, or dried and 
cured tor tbe winter. It is one 
of the most prolific and nutri- 
tious plants when it is properly 
grown and cultivated. It has 
yielded from twenty-four to forty 
tone of green, and five to eight 
tons of cured fodder.
